This prior art discloses a vehicular lamp comprised of a light bulb (12), a reflector (8) 
that reflects light fi-om the light bulb in parallel light rays and a light guide plate (13) that guides 
light from the light bulb to the area where the reflector is not provided; and in this vehicular lamp 



the end portion (14) which is of the light guide plate and is located in front of the reflector is 
formed (as seen from Fig. 3) at right angles with respect to the direction of the reflected parallel 
light rays. 

It is, therefore, respectftiUy requested that the Pat«it Office make a record of 
these relevant art and consider them during the prosecution.
